8 ) I ranis, comprising a portion of the city 
of Pnihdelphia, died in Washington on 
Sunday morning. He had been in ill 
health for several months, and gradnally 
he grew Weaker from time to time,so 
that his death was not unexpected. There 
is a touch of deep pathos in the follow­ 
ing lines giving an account of Mr. Ran­ 
dall’s last hours: 
Mr. Randall’s death was painless and 
he was unconscious during the greater 
part cf his last hours. 
There were in ­

about him he must have been conscious, 
but he seemed linable to spsalr, and the 
word‘‘mother’' was the only one he 
uttered for hours preceding his death. 
Ibis word he murmured so low that the 
only one who recognized it was his 
daughter, who was kneeling just behind 
nim. 
Around the bedside were gathered the 
family, the physician and Postmastar- 
Ueneral Wanamaker, who had fell kept a 
constant watch over the dying man dur­ 
ing the night.

his death he bad opened his eyes, and 
looking tenderly at bis wife who knelt

the opinion in that case that the Bible 
had no place in the public schools. It 
was believed that the ruling meant the 
banishment of the good Good Book from 
the educational institutions of the state. 
As soon as a copy of the decision was re­ 
ceived here Pres dent Albee, of the nor­ 
mal school of this city, addressed a lat­ 
ter of inquiry to a supreme court jus­ 
tice asking information on the point. 
“PresidentAlbee to-day received an | 
answer to his letter, 
in it the judge 
(whose name is withheld by President 
Albee) said that toe decision in the Ed­ 
gerton case related to the reading of the 
bible only as a school text-book, and 
that if it was reed in any other manner 
than as a text book the reading of the 
same was lawful and proper. The defin 
ing cf the decision of the judge, whom 
it is said looked into the matter as close­ 
ly SB any member of the supreme oourt, 
and knows full well cf what be speaks, 
oause9 a stir here, and doubtless wiJ 
throughout the state.”

B o s t o n , Mass., April 14.—A morning 
paper prints what it claims is a confes­ 
sion made to his counsel by Isaac II. 
Sawtelie of Boston, now in jail at Do­ 
ver, N. IL, awaiting trial for tho mur­ 
der of his brother Hiram, whose muti­ 
lated body was found buried in the 
woods in Lebanon, Mo., last February. 
In this alleged confession Isaac says 
that he and Hiram’s wife wero parties to 
a conspiracy to lure Hiram to an aban­ 
doned camp in Lebanon, Me., where ho 
was to be held captive by tho notorious 
Dr. Blood and tho ex-convict “Jack” 
(who have been suspected of having 
guilty knowledge, at least, of tho mur­ 
der) until he should relinquish in writ­ 
ing all claim to tho estate left by his 
fat lier. 
Isaac decoyed Hiram to Rochester, N. 
IL, and drove him to a point near the 
camp, where he was turned over to 
“Jack.” 
Isaac claims that his connec­ 
tion with the ease ended at this point, 
and that ho did not know of Hiram’s 
death until ho received a letter while 
in Portland telling him that it had been 
necessary to put Hiram out of tho way, 
and that each of tho trio must look out 
for himself. 
ri his so-called confession makes most 
of the evidence in possession of the gov­ 
ernment accord with this theory of 
Hiram’s taking off, and claims that tho 
murder was committed in Maine by Dr. 
Blood and the convict “Jack.” 
He said ho had had Dr. Blood’s own 
handwriting for tho proof that Hiram 
was killed in a struggle, during which 
more than intended violence was used 
by either him or 
“Jack” to prevent 
Hiram from gaining his liberty. 
“The conspiracy,” ho 
said, 
“ was 
planned by Blood, assented to by me, 
directly furthered 
by Ills companion, 
and indirectly by a friend iii Lowell.” 
According to Isaac, Blood was to get 
$500 for his part of tho conspiracy, and 
he (Isaac) gave Ii im Si OO cash and a note 
for $400, payable in weekly installments 
of $2.r>. 
He claims that Mr. 
Richardson of 
Lowell, at whoso house ho stopped on 
his way to Rochester, 
N. II., 
with his 
niece, gavo him tho pills which he after­ 
ward gavo the girl, but the pills were 
harmless, only causing a sickness which 
served as an excuse to decoy Hiram to 
Rochester, and that he (Isaac) told 
Richardson of the intended operations 
against Hiram. 
Isaac says that Blood wrote him a let­ 
ter at Rochester giving him instructions 
to drive from Rochester to an old house 
near Springvale, Maine, where ho would 
find a person to whom ho was to pay 
the installment of the note then due. 
The letter also requested him to bring a 
spade, 
He drove to the house on the Tuesday 
before tho murder, where he found 
“Jack,” who requested him to bring an 
ax with which to cut wood for fires, as 
ho said Blood and he wore going to Vie 
prepared to remain all winter, if neces­ 
sary, to get Hiram to sign tho paper 
giving up all claims to the property. 
“Jack” also wanted a spade and pick­ 
ax, which ho said would have a part in 
tho persecution of Hiram, but as Isaac 
says he supposed, for ocular effect only. 
On Wednesday Isaac sa vs he drove Hi­ 
ram to the same spot,where “Jack” met 
him and told Isaac to go for a doctor 
while he drove Hiram to the house 
where he expected to find his sick 
daughter. 
Isaac left the carriage aud “Jack” re­ 
turned it to him about an hour and a 
half later. 
Isaac then drove “Jack” 
about three miles up the Springvale 
road, where “Jack” left the carriage 
|Vwith a bag which he had in behind and 
which Isaac thinks contained Hiram's 
clothes and head. 
Ho claims he did not 
see Dr. Blood at Springvale, nor has he 
seen him or “Jack” since the disap- 


Many Lives Reported Lost in an East 
Saginaw Disaster. 


E a s t S a g in a w , Mich., April 14.—The 
steamer Handy Boy, a small river boat, 
left hero for Bay City at 12:15 yesterday 
afternoon with about thirty-five passen- 
I *ers and crew aboard. 
Tho river is 
' bankful and nearly a quarter of a milo 
wide. 
Just before reaching the Flint 
Pere 
Marquette railroad bridge, tho draw to 
which was open, the steamer sheered 
sharply to port and being under full 
headway could not 
be cheeked even if 
the attempted had been made, and she 
crashed into tho span of the bridge, 
sweeping away all her upper works and 
throwing a number of persons into the 
river, where tho current was very swift, 
while others caught upon the bridgo 
timbers and saved themselves. 
Tho boat was held fast to tho bridge. 
There was, of course, great confusion, 
those on board struggling to escape 
death from the cold waters of the river 
or tho crashing timber.

people, among them four men and three 
indies, were seen in the river a moment 
taler. 
Threo men floated down on a 
portion of the wreckage and were picked 
up by a fisherman some distance below, 
while one who was clinging to a piece 
of wreck was seen to let go bis hold and 
sink.

Her father sent her to W ashington, 
where she received a liberal education 
and qualified herself as a teacher, which 
calling she pursued several years. 
The father always promised he would 
liberally provide for tho girl, and his 
wife, upon her death-bed, 
made him 
pledge himself to do so. 
The father 
gavo Alice somo property in W ashing­ 
ton and $10,00*) worth of real estate in 
Virginia. 
When a married daughter 
found this out she and her husband 
worked on Mr. Strange until he finally 
persuaded Alloo to reconvey tho proper­ 
ty. 
She did it with reluctance.

Strange gavo her $250 and a week later 
ho died.

D e tr o it, Mich., April 14.— A frame 
cottage at 226 Third street, this city, has 
just been tho scene of a horrible mur­ 
der and suicide, 
Alexander Cuddy, aged 
62, and wife, aged So, resided there.

A deep gash on 
the woman’s left forehead showed how 
she had met her fate. 
Cuddy left a rambling letter addresse I 
“To the press,” the gist of which was 
that he was jealous of his wile, 
that 
they lived unhappily together, and that 
ho thought It best that they should both 
be dead.

Around the bedside were gathered the 
family, 
the 
physician, 
and 
Post­ 
master-General Wanamaker, who had all 
kept a constant watch over the dying 
man during the night. 
A few moments before his death he 
had opened his eyes, and looking tender­ 
ly at his wife, who knelt over him, said 
in a low tone, “ Mother,” a word instinct 
with all the fondest recollections of their 
long and happy married life, and by 
which he always called his wife when 
none but the family were 
near. 
He 
looked into her eyes as if he were about 
to say something more, but he seemed 
to have no strength left, and In a few 
moments he had passed away. 
Death 
had come with the coining of the dawn. 
The watchers saw that all was over 
and the brave wife and daughter, who 
had nursed and cared for him during 
his long illness, could restrain their feel­ 
ings no longer but gave way to their 
grief, while the physician 
and Mr. 
Wanamaker endeavored to console them 
as best thev might, though their own 
grief hardly permitted them to speak.

cointort the afflicted family, and al 
length succeeded in inducing them to 
retire and try to refresh themselves with 
sleep. 
The news of Mr. Randall’s death be­ 
came quite generally known during the 
day. 
It was expected and therefore was 
not so much of a shock as it otherwise 
would have been. 
A large number of 
persons called at the residence during 
the day to express their condolence. 
They were received by Mr. Lancaster 
the son-ln-law. 
Tim 
President and 
Mrs. Harrison sent a basket of flowers, 
with a note expressing their deep sym­ 
pathy with the family. 
Speaker Reed 
called during the afternoon to express 
his regrets and to learn the wishes of 
Mr. Lancaster that he could carry out 
the wishes of the family in all tilings. 
Among the other callers were Secre­ 
tary Blaine, ex-Senator Ferry of Michi­ 
gan, who stood 
next to Mr. Randall 
during the electoral count proceedings, 
ex-Speaker 
Carlisle, 
Representatives 
Breckinridge of Kentucky, Springer of 
Illinois, and many others. 
Sergeant-at- 
arms Holmes called and took charge of 
the remains for the house of representa­ 
tives. 
They were embalmed and placed 
in a casket in the room in which Mr. 
Randall died. 
It is said that the dead 
man presents a life like appearance ex­ 
cept ho is emaciated and wasted to a 
remarkable degree. 
The 
house in which Mr. Randall 
died is a plain three-story pressed-brick 
house, with marble trimmings and mar­ 
ble stops. 
It is not far from tho capitol 
and is in a quiet, home-like neighbor­ 
hood away from the more fashionable 
part of Capitol Hill. 
His late homo is 
one of a row, all precisely alike, which 
are typical Philadelphia 
houses and 
look as if they might have been removed 
from the Quaker City and laid down in 
Washington. 
The expression 
of regret at 
Mr. 
Randall’s death was universal and sin­ 
cere. 
None paid him higher tribute and 
respect than his Democratic colleagues 
in the House who differed with him 
vitally upon one of tho most important 
measures in Congress. 
Representative 
Roger Q. Mills had not heard of Mr. 
Randall’s death when a reporter called 
and asked his opinion of Mr. Randall. 
Mr. Mills spoke feelingly and earnestly. 
“He was a very great man,” said he, “ a 
man of unimpeachable integrity and a 
natural born leader of men. 
Ho had 
more of the elements of leadership than 
any man with whom I have come in 
contact since I have been in public 
life.” 
.Speaker Reed said: 
“ It would be use­ 
less to try to express in a few words the 
sense of great loss which we all feel in 
Mr. Randall's death. My esteen for him 
was very great and I have always had 
and expressed tho highest admiration 
for his steadfastness and courage. 
He 
was a good friend, a brave man* end a 
statesman beyond reproach.” 
Mr. Carlisle, who was just returning 
from a visit to tho Randall residence, 
said: 
“ My personal acquaintance with 
Mr. Randall began when I entered the 
Forty-fifth Congress In October. 1877 
Ever since then our relations have been 
not only friendly, but quite intimate. 
Although we differed widely uDon some 
very important subjects, we never a1 
lowed these differences to interfere with 
our friendship. 
I think his death is a 
great loss to his party and to the coun­ 
try, and that ho deserves to be remem 
bered for a great many important public 
services.” 
Samuel J. Randall was born in Phila­ 
delphia Oct. IO, 1828. 
His father was 
Josiah Randal!, a lawyer of high stand­ 
ing in that city, and his mother was Ann 
Worrall, a daughter of Gen. Joseph 
Worrall, a Democratic 
loader in the 
time of Jefferson. 
After receiving an 
academic education young Randall en­ 
tered into mercantile life, but lie show 
cd an early taste for politics, and when 
quite young was elected a member of 
the city council at Philadelphia. 
Ile 
served four years in that capacity and 
was afterward elected to a term in the 
State Senate. 
From this time forward the history of 
Samuel J. Randall is a part of tho his­ 
tory of his State and of tho Nation, 
Tho funeral will take place Thursday.

Property. 
St. P a u l. Minn , April 14 —The for­ 
mal announcement of the lease of the 
Wisconsin Central by the Northern Pa­ 
cific is made In a circular issued by 
President Oakes of the latter company. 
The circular reads: 
“The Northern Pacific railroad, under 
the terms of the lease dated April 1,1890, 
has assumed control of the lines of the 
railroad heretofore known as tho Wis­ 
consin 
Central 
system, 
and 
will 
operate tho 
same 
under 
the title 
of 
tho 
‘Wisconsin 
Central 
lines, 
Northern 
Pacific 
railroad 
company, 
lessee.’ 
S. R. Ainsloy will continue in 
charge of the property as general mana­ 
ger and Calvin Campbell as general sup­ 
erintendent and acting general mana­ 
ger, with the same authority as hereto­ 
fore. 
Tho authority of tho following 
officers of the Northern Pacific is here­ 
by extended to cover the lines of the 
Wisconsin Central system: J. A. Bar 
ker, 
general 
auditor; 
George 
S. 
Baxter, 
treasurer; 
,T. 
M. 
Hannaford, 
general 
traffic 
m&na 
ger, and O. C. Greeno, superintendent 
of telegraph. 
The agents of the Wis 
consln Central system and tho officers 
of the other lines will transact thebusi 
ness incident to the leased property, 
with the following local 
officers in 
charge: David S. Wegg, general solicit­ 
or; T. J. Hyman, auditor; Abbott Law 
rence, 
acting 
comptroller; 
R. 
W 
Maguire, cashier and paymaster, and 
Henry C. Barlow, traffic manager. 
Tile 
above-named officers of the Wisconsin 
Central lines will at once report to 
their immediate superiors of the lessee 
company as to the detailed organization 
of their respective offices.” 
This annoucement is somewhat of 
surprise, as it was thought that, then 
would be more changes made. 
It will 
be seen from tho above circular that the 
title of Mr. Hannaford has been or will 
bo changed from traffic manager to that 
of general traffic manager, while that of 
Mr. Barlow has the prefix “ general” 
dropped. 
The lease of the Wisconsin 
Central adds 829 railes to the Northern 
Pacific and makes it new a system of 
over 4,300 miles, with important exten 
sions in in progress and projected. 
It 
cars now run from Chicago to Portland, 
a distance of 2,250 miles, forming what 
Is probably the longest continuous run 
in the worlC.

Stanley is surprised that Eng­ 
land should allow the Wissmau enter­ 
prise to be carried on without making a 
protest. 
The North German Gazette devotes 
considerable space to the Stanley-Emin 
dispute. 
The article condemns Stanley 
and highly praises Emin. 
The French 
Geographical 
society 
opposes tho idea of a public reception to 
Stanley. 
The grounds of the objection 
are that Stanley’s recent enterprises 
have been of a purely commercial char­ 
acter and that he treated with disdain 
the more scientific aims of De Brazza. 
Emin Pasha starts for tho Interior of 
Africa next week. 
He has operfly de­ 
clared that the principal reasons for his 
entering the German service are his dis­ 
appointment at his treatment by his 
former supporters and his resentment of 
the manner in which he hA been mis­ 
represented in Stanley’s speeches. 
It is asserted that the Germans have 
compelled the sultan of Zanzibar to can 
eel the concession to the British-Afrioan 
company of Manda and Patta, on tho 
Zanzibar coast. 
It is believed, however, 
that the matter is still the subject of 
negotatlons. Advices from Mozambique 
are to the effect that tho Portugese 
have dispatched a large force up to 
the Shire river to attack Mapanda.

H er E xtensive C ollection, 
An inventory taken in the year 1600 
of the war* robe of Queen Elizrbeth j 
enables us to estimate the sumptuous 
attire with which the Virgin Queen at ' 
once delighted and astonished her sub­ 
jects. 
She had at the date named 99 
robes, 126 kirtles, 269 gowns (round, 
loose and French), 136 foreparts, 125 
petticoats, 
27 fans, 
96 cloaks, 
83 
saveguards, 
85 doublets and 18 lap 
mantles. 
Her gowns were of the richest, cost­ 
liest materials—purple, 
gold tissue, 
crimson, satin, cloth of gold, cloth of 
silver, white velvet, cloth and satins 
of do\e color, drake color, horso-flesh 
color and a very popular color known 
in those old times as 
“lady blush.” 
Some of the Queen’s 
dresses 
are 
worthy of special note. says the Lon­ 
don Lady. 
A frock of silver cloth 
checkered with red silk like bird’s 
eyes, with demi-sleeves, a cut of crim­ 
son velvet twisted on with silver and 
lined with crimson velvet 
A French 
kirtle of white satin, cut all over em­ 
broidered with loops, 
flow ers’ and 
clouds of \ enice gold, silver and silk. 
Ih e forepart of one dress was whito 
satin embroidered very fine, with bor­ 
der of the sun, moon, and other signs 
and planets of Venice gold, silver and 
silk of sundry colors, with a border of 
beasts beneath, likewise embroidered. 
Other gowns were adorned with 
bees, flies, spiders, worms, 
trunks oi! 
crees, pansies, oak leaves, and mulber­ 
ries; while some were resplendent with 
rainbows, suns, clouds, fountains and 
flames of fire. 
Her buttons were of 
fantastic device, some being in the 
shape of flowers and butterflies, and 
those on one gorgeous dress were in 
the similitude of birds of paradise. 
Altogether, the Virgin Queen, when 
arrayed in all her glory, must have re­ 
sembled a preliminary edition of “The 
History of Animated Nature.”
